PROGRAM REVIEW: Sept. 2lith. The Willard Park tour was supervised by 
Sgt. Roger Beard. Approx 50 members and guests visited the Indpls Po- 
lice Radio station at Willard Park and the dis atching department at 
the City County Bldg. The new system will use B of the 11 channels ob- 
tained on UHF since spazve on VHF is no longer available. The key of the 
new setup is a Walkie-Talkie costing 1600 dollars per unit and one to 
be issued to each officer. These operate in the 60 MC range a 1 watt, 
manufactured by G. E. Twenty satellite receivers located throught the 
city wil pick up these transmissions, direct and relay them to the st- 
ation at Willard Park where they will be processed, recorded, and re- 
peated as required. The satellites are sensitive reveivers located at 
100 foot heights, usually on Fire Station locations. Each officer is 
assigned a three digit number and is called directly, his unit making a 
beep sound or lighting a red light. All operations are housed in a new 
addition to the old facility and a new 500 foot antenna completes the 
station. In case ef emergency an officer can effect a call by pulling 
out an emergency tab located on the rear of the unit, causing his set 
to transmit his code signal until the emergency is resolved and will 
act as a locator homing beacon. The City County tour was supervised by

putor, recorders, and dispatch consoles, for both, Police and Fire Depts 
A new emergency nuhber has been assigned by which the public at large 
gain access directly to the dispatchers, dialing 911 for emergencies only. 
Ordinary calls are made using the 633-3000 for police and 633-6066 for 
fire. 120 phone lines are in use at 12 consoles, designed by Western Ele- 
ctric for Police use. The City is divided up into sections, each one 
under the control of its own dispatcher, The condition of car assignments 
is maintained by computor and the information reag-out appears on EV 
monitor scopes. All telephone and radio conversations are automatically 
recorded on magnetic tape Communications are maintained in eddition 
with Sheriff, Point to Point, narcotics, Medics ambulances and the 
State Police. The cost of this facility was about 64 million dollars.
